It’s a strange kind of war they ’re fight­ 
ing in Finland— probably the strangest the 
modern world has ever seen.

Finland’s sole military advantage lay in 
its geographical position. And that advan­ 
ta ge has become a tremendous thing, used 
ta the fullest by astute military comman­ 
ders. 
It is a strange war because Finland is 
fighting Russia these day s largely with 
Russian equipment, arms and even ammu­ 
nition. This is not the result of some sordid 
plot among munitions kings. Instead, the

There are all sorts of notions 
as to why people get bald-headed. 
An 
anthropologist 
has 
insisted 
I that all hum an beings of a thou­ 
sand years from now will be bald 
because there has been 
a ten­ 
dency to lose more and more hair 
for the last few thousands of 
years. 
Occasionally the hair falls out 
because of some disease of the 
scalp. 
These diseases are, how­ 
ever, well known to the medical 
profession and do not constitute 
cause for serious worry except for 
those w’ho have them. 
However, the young man of 25 
whose hair begins to recede at 
the temples or to disappear from 
a round spot at the back is likely 
to give himself a great deal of 
unnecessary distress, spend a lot 
of money unnecessarily and in­ 
dulge in all sorts of queer perfor­ 
mances to save his hair, since 
there is not really much that he 
can do. 
The reason lies in the fact that 
his loss of hair was determ ined 
at the time when his father and 
mother assumed the responsibility 
for his appearance.

Most of the experts in the field 
of heredity are likely to say that 
hair growth is determ ined by our 
constitution, and that the factor in 
the constitution which is respon­ 
sible is in the glands. 
They say 
that ordinary baldness can be in­ 
herited through a single gene in 
men and through two genes in 
women. 
The genes are those little ele­ 
ments in the cells which deter­ 
mine our chaj^acteristics. 
The ex­ 
planation seems to be that a man 
with two baldness genes will have 
sons all of whom will be bald, 
and if his wife happens to have 
two baldness genes seme of their 
daughters will also be bald. If the 
man has only one baldness gene, 
one or two of his sons will be 
bald. 
If, however, the genes for 
baldness are absent, none of the 
children will be bald. 
Obviously, then, any am ount of 
I 
massage, ultraviolet rays, artifi­ 
cial vacuums, “hair tonics” or si­ 
m ilar preparations will not grow 
hair w here there is not the fun­ 
dam ental constitution for growing 
hair. 
If enough people eventually 
come to realize this fact, the sales 
in the “hair growing departm ents’ 
are going to show a considerable 
decline.

I picked up o n 
the 
train 
what 
appeared to be 
an 
adv ertising 
pamphlet, but saw’ it was the mag­ 
azine called “ Talk” running an 
article entitled “ Childho o d Fears.” 
It has much o f real help and I 
quo te it herewith: 
“ ‘What can I do to help my 
child o v erco me his fear? ’ is per­ 
haps the mo st co mmo n questio n 
that parents ask. 
Fears o f the 
dark, o f animals, o f water, o f 
imaginary creatures, are co mmo n­ 
place amo ng children. 
They do 
no lasting harm unless they are 
allo wed to persist o r unless they 
are handled ruthlessly in an at­ 
tempt to ‘break’ what so me par­ 
ents are pleased to term a bad 
habit. 
“ But children’s fears are no t 
bad habits, and each o ne has a 
basis which parents sho uld try to 
disco v er and to understand. 
“ Psy cho lo gists hav e fo und that 
merely try ing to talk the child 
o ut o f his fears is o f little av ail. 
Help in acquiring skills, and the 
co nfidence that co mes fro m them, 
they po int o ut, are amo ng the best 
means 
o f dispelling 
fears 
that 
arise thro ugh a general sense o f 
inadequacy . 
“ In 
co mbating 
specific 
fears, 
psy cho lo gists tell us, no thing is so 
effectiv e as hav ing the child co me 
to grips with the situatio n that 
causes them. 
But this sho uld be 
do ne by degrees and with the help 
o f an o lder perso n in who m the 
child has co nfidence. 
If he is 
afraid o f do gs, do no t suddenly 
co nfro nt him with appro priate re­ 
marks o n their gentleness and 
faithfulness, and let him play with 
a to y do g befo re enco uraging him 
to appro ach and pet a real o ne. 
“ Parents sho uld av o id using a 
child’s fears as a metho d o f dis­ 
cipline o r punishment. 
No thing 
is so injurio us to his mental health 
o r his sense o f security . The ‘bad 
man’ in the cellar may do mo ther 
tempo rary serv ice at the co st o f 
irreparable emo tio nal injury to 
J o hnnie. 
“ If y o u want y o ur child to gro w 
up self co nfident and self reliant, 
do n’t play o n his fears o r wait fo r 
him to ‘gro w o ut’ o f them. 
Help 
him to o v erco me them—no w.”
